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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant arguments are not persuasive in regard 
to a number of issues already addressed in the final action, including definition of "cache" and "caching" (indeed, the current discussion of 
L1 and L2 caching is completely and absolutely out of context in this environment inferring a lack of understanding of the basic 
technology) , the presence of logical, defined perimeters of screen regions/portions, and the ability, knowledge, and suggestion for one of 
ordinary skill in the art to be properly motivated for combination of the teachings. The claims remain too broad in light of the current prior 
art of record, and the skeletal form of the claimed invention is simply not commensurate with the level of disclosure set forth in the 
specification. Further, Examiner has attempted to (1) describe the breadth of the terms recited in the claimed invention and has not even 
succeeded in convincing Applicant that the terminology used may mean something other than what Applicant is alleging it is bound to 
(even when interpreted in view of the enabling portions of the specification, and (2) define the knowledge and ability and level of one with 
ordinary skill in the art for proper determination of obviousness. See, inter alia, final rejection. Applicant seems unwilling to accept the 
breadth of the currently claimed invention, and further, has refused to amend even a single word of the claimed invention after numerous 
actions by multiple Examiners. Examiner remains open to working with Applicant to advance prosecution, but is not convinced that this 
after final amendment properly defines the issues for appeal, clearly indicating outstanding issues prior to allowance of the application, nor 
even minimally advances undersatanding of the claimed invention, nor advances prosecution in even a minimal amount. 
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
